A FRAGILE PEACE 


Israelis, Palestlanians both 
claim success as cease-fire 
ends days of fighting 

GAZA CITY Palestinian leaders on Thurs- 
day sought to cast the day-old cease-fire 
between Israel and Gaza as a victory and catalyst 
for unity between their divided factions, while 
Israelis said they were happy for quiet so far af- 
ter eight days of shelling and counter-strikes. 

In Gaza City, supporters of Hamas and its 
moderate rival Palestinian party Fatah, gath- 
ered near the Parliament in a rare display of 
unity that included yellow Fatah flags and 
green Hamas banners flapping in the breeze 
alongside Palestinian flags. 

The mood was celebratory and militant. The 
leader of Islamic Jihad, a party to the truce that 
was brokered by Egypt and that took effect 
Wednesday night, called for more weapons to 
maintain resistance against Israel. 

“We should be ready through our unity 
through our resistance, to keep the persever- 


ance and steadfastness of our people,” Moham- 
med Hindi said. 

Hamas Prime Minister Ismail Haniyeh de- 
clared in a televised speech that Israel “raised 
the white flag” and called the defeat of what he 
labeled the occupiers as “preparation to liber- 
ate Jerusalem” and the al-Aqsa mosque located 
on the Temple Mount. 

Israel’s military also claimed success, saying 
on Wednesday that it destroyed “significant 
elements” of Hamas’ rocket-launching capa- 
bilities. 

The latest outburst of violence between Is- 
rael and Gaza left more than i6o Palestinians 
dead and many more injured and homeless. Is- 
rael experienced rocket attacks from Gaza on 
its main cities of Tel Aviv and Jerusalem for the 
first time. 

At least six Israelis were killed, including a 
soldier who died Thursday after being injured 
in one of the final Palestinian shellings before 
the cease-fire took hold, the Israeli Defense 
Forces said. 

A spokesman for Israeli Prime Minister 


NEXTSTEP 

According to the agreement, the next stage 
for the cease-fire once it passed the one-day 
mark Thursday night was for both sides to 
consider opening border crossings to facili- 
tate movements of people and goods. On 
Thursday, some of Israel’s soldiers, once read- 
ied at Gaza’s borders for a potential ground 
invasion, could be seen packing up to leave. 


Netanyahu told CNN on Thursday that the 
Hamas stance toward Israel harms the ability 
to negotiate. 

“You must remember, Hamas, unfortunate- 
ly, is the enemy of peace,” said the spokesman, 
Mark Regev “Hamas doesn’t want to negoti- 
ate. Hamas says that any Palestinian who nego- 
tiates with Israel is a traitor to the Palestinian 
cause.” 

At the same time, Regev noted Israel has 
called on Palestinian leaders to start peace 
talks and was hoping for a positive response 
soon.

During R. Kelly’s “Single Ladies” recent show 
in Oakland, Calif., every crotch grab, pelvic 
thrust and naughty exchange with the audi- 
ence— and there were plenty— was met with 
screams, whether it came from the nosebleed 
seats, the orchestra pit or the two bars built 
into his set (six ladies watched from the stage, 
with cocktails). 

“Ml of the single ladies are going to come 
out, and that’s going to bring the guys because 
they are going to go somewhere all the ladies 
will be,” Kelly said with a laugh in his dressing 
room before the show at Paramount Theatre 
while sipping a cocktail of his own. “We’re go- 
ing to make this one big giant music match- 
making game.” 

Wearing dark sunglasses, Kelly is accompa- 
nied by a small entourage. He initially appears 
reserved but breaks into huge grins when dis- 
cussing his kids and spontaneous song when 
talking about his music, which includes his 
“Trapped in the Closet” video series that re- 
turns Friday on IFC with ii new chapters. 

His favorite subject, though, is the one he 
comes back to most often: “Hopefully,” he 
says of the show, “people will hook up from 
this.” 

The art of seduction has become a hall- 
mark of the self-proclaimed King of R&B, 
born Robert Sylvester Kelly and his live show 
is the bread and butter of that image. 

Twenty-plus years ago an up-and-coming 
Kelly was searching for a gimmick to liven his 
set. The Chicago native crafted the raunchy 
song, “i2 Play” an unapologetically raunchy 
tale of how he makes love. As the saying goes, 
sex sells. In Kelly’s case it really sold. The al- 
bum, also titled “12 Play” launched one of 
R&B’s most successful singing careers. Kelly 
has sold more than 38.5 million albums and 
charted 12 No. i singles on the R&B charts. 

“I never wanted to just have a musical con- 
nection with my fans. I wanted to have a spiri- 
tual connection with them as well,” said Kelly, 
45. “To have that, you have to be true to what 
you’re doing.”

Eleven albums in— he’s touring behind the 
June release “Write Me Back”— the divorced 
father of three still finds plenty of ways to con- 
nect with female fans. At the top of the show at 
the Paramount Theatre he had the crowd rise 


for the “Single Ladies Anthem”— and with the 
snap of a finger the left sleeve of his white leath- 
er jacket illuminated to read “Single.” One ush- 
er, intoxicated by Kelly’s charm, swiveled her 
hips and couldn’t focus on directing patrons. 


“You’ve got us hot in here, Kells,” two wom- 
en in their 30s shouted approvingly when he 
ran through another suggestive cut, “Sex in 
the Kitchen.” He then turned subjects such 
as the zoo, the solar system and his car into 
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R. Kelly Is Trapped’ again 


“Trapped in the Closet” is back in a big 
way: Five years after he dropped the last 
chapter of his serial narrative of sex, lies 
and singing, R. Kelly returned Oct. 17 with 
Chapter 23 to continue the epic story of 
Sylvester, Rufus, Rosie The Nosey Neigh- 
bor, Twan, Roxanne and Pimp Lucius. 

Now IFC will air ii new chapters of the 
opus beginning at 8 p.m. Friday Kelly has 
confirmed that 20 more chapters have 


been filmed, but it won’t even stop there. 

“ Trapped in the Closet’ is forever,” he 
recently told Time magazine. “Fve got like 
a hundred chapters to come.” 

Well, 85 for sure, if you believe what 
the Chicago-based R&B singer said 
Monday in New York, where he claimed 
“Trapped” might be heading to Broadway 
The 45-year-old said the 85 chapters are 
“waiting in the studio for y’all,” according 


to the Los Angeles Times. “The chapters 
that are coming— the show, we call it— is 
going to exceed every chapter that you 
have ever seen.” 

He said he’s working to transform it into 
a Broadway show “I don’t have a job, so I 
sit in the studio all day and think of stuff 
to do and this is just something stupid Fve 
done that’s been successful for me,” he said. 
“Fm having a lot of fun with it.” redeye

oddly genius sexual metaphors. Kelly’s appeal 
is filled with irony given how his stock plum- 
meted after an underage sex scandal that led 
to criminal proceedings in 2008 (it took more 
than six years to go to trial, but he was acquit- 
ted of all charges). 

The singer was blacklisted by a host of ur- 
ban radio stations during the ordeal. A bitter 
feud with Jay-Z also provided tabloid fodder 
after building tensions resulted in canceled 
tour dates and a member of Jay’s entourage 
pepper-spraying the singer in 2004. 

Kelly tackles some of these setbacks in a 
recent memoir, “Soulacoaster: The Diary of 


Me,” but more often glosses over specifics of 
the child pornography trial. His author’s note 
states, “Certain episodes could not be includ- 
ed for complicated reasons.” 

He does, however, write at length about 
how the trial and blowback affected him per- 
sonally and professionally He also tackles his 
struggles with illiteracy and opens up about 
being molested as a child. “I thought it was 
time for people to know where Robert came 
from,” he said with a pause. It’s clear it’s not 
his favorite subject. “I was scared as hell. I’ve 
always been scared to talk about my personal 
life ... worried about what people will think of 


me, or what they will say” 

The Lothario role that made Kelly famous 
and infamous takes a back seat on his recent 
albums, including “Write Me Back.” Inspired 
by the classic soul of Marvin Gaye, Donny 
Hathaway Teddy Pendergrass and Sam 
Cooke, the discs emphasize simmering hooks 
and balladry paired with classically minded 
arrangements that present Kelly as a chival- 
rous ladies’ man. 

The singer has adopted plenty of personas on 
album and onstage, but aU, he says, are far re- 
moved from the kid he once was. “I was always a 
shy guy When I was a street performer I would 


put on dark shades,” he said. “In the beginning I 
didn’t know how to look a girl in her eye and sing 
a song to her, so I would put them on.” 

Fans shouldn’t get too comfortable with 
the genteel, romantic Kelly though. His next 
album promises a return to his sweat-soaked 
loverman past. It’s titled “Black Panties.” 

“{I’m} not out to prove anything, but just 
be R. Kelly” he said. “I look at my music the 
way Steven Spielberg as a director looks at 
movies. He’s not going to do the same movie 
over. ‘Black Panties’ is going back to the old 
R. Kelly thing because a lot of fans missed 
that. And I’ve missed it.”

No hitches 
in 'Hitchcock* 


“Why call it ‘Hitch- 
cock?” reads one 
thread on the IMDB 
page for “Hitchcock.” 
The answer: Be- 
cause director Sacha 
Gervasi’s (‘^^nvil: The 
Story of Anvil”) deli- 
ciously entertaining 
tale about the making 
of Alfred Hitchcock’s 
i960 classic “Psycho” 
also delicately creates 
a vivid portrait of the 
artist and his process. 

Fortunately “Hitchcock” is no glorified 
pat on Hitch’s back. In Anthony Hopkins’ 
performance— with mannerisms more suc- 
cessful than the makeup— the jealous and 
stubborn filmmaker holds many elements 
of the movie industry in contempt (“Style,” 
he notes, “is mere self-plagiarism”). He longs 
for the affections and loyalty of his leading 
ladies, includingjanet Leigh (Scarlett Johans- 
son) and Vera Miles (Jessica Biel), for whom 
Hitch clearly harbors a grudge. 

He’s easily bruised, too. Whether la- 
menting a supporting actor’s performance 
or wondering about the nature of his wife 
Alma’s (Helen Mirren) relationship with her 
friend and writing collaborator, Whitfield 
Cook (Danny Huston), the great director’s 
bitterness rushes out of him as quickly as the 
secret satisfaction he gets from an alcoholic 
or culinary indulgence.

Working from a book by Playboy film crit- 
ic Stephen Rebello, writer John J. McLaugh- 
lin (“Black Swan”) balances the built-in enjoy- 
ment of recalling the work of Hollywood 
icons (note “My Week with Marilyn”) with 
a more difficult-to-achieve need to capture 
why this particular story matters more than 
any other. In “Hitchcock,” there’s a clear 
sense of both a filmmaker’s inspiration and 
the many intangibles that hinder or enhance 
a production, from actors’ personal wells of 
experience to censors’ complaints to, in this 
case, the working relationship of Hitchcock 
and his wife. The film fully realizes Alma, and 
Mirren is terrific. 

Oddly enough, “Hitchcock” has plenty 
in common with ‘Argo.” Both movies have 
fun with Hollywood and history and feature 
low-key but commanding presences leading 
rogue missions to accomplish something 
other decision makers don’t think can be 
done. While more modest, “Hitchcock” also 
is more deeply felt. Sure, at times it winks 
or smirks in ways that make the film a bit 
fluffier than it might have been. Yet the smile 
on your face, and the fond sense that you’ve 
seen a tale of a time when movies surprised 
and directors had countless tricks up their 
sleeves, should dismiss those concerns as 
swiftly as the opening of a shower curtain.

From a perspective 
Fd characterize as 
“wrong,” “The Com- 
edy” could be seen as 
the tragedy of the rich 
white man. Swanson 
(Tim Heidecker of 
“Tim and Eric Awe- 
some Show, Great Job!”) has a lot of money 
nothing to do and all the time in the world to 
do it. Based on the guy’s aimless insincerity 
and passive-aggressive condescension, he’s 
also a miserable jerk. 

In fact, this disturbing, observant drama 
merely features a lonely ambitionless man 
scared to confront his impending inheritance 
of his sick father’s estate. Director/co-writer 
Rick Alverson allows viewers to imagine 
much about Swanson’s backstory 

What’s evident is he’s lived a challenge- 
free life of privilege, and the addition of 
denial and boredom becomes a dangerous 
social cocktail. 

Psychologically existing above it all despite 
his schlubby appearance, Swanson pretends 
to work ordinary jobs such as gardening or 
sales. He eventually takes a minimum-wage 
gig as a dishwasher and treats it as a joke. The

movie’s title, of course, is the sad desperation 
of a person so intent on not taking life seri- 
ously that everything presents an opportu- 
nity for a laugh. In church, Swanson and his 
pals (Eric Wareheim, James Murphy of LCD 
Soundsystem) apply holy water as if it were 
cologne and climb over pews. In conversa- 
tion, Swanson prefers extremes, referencing 
Hitler’s flatulence as if facetiousness would 
defend him from accusations of arrogance or 
bad taste. 


“The Comedy” never quite pushes Swan- 
son out of his comfort zone.

For 
guys whose schedule consists of shenanigans 
constantly decreasing in satisfaction, every 
tick of the clock booms like a cannon.

RedEye gauges how accurately

Local gamers shooting their way through “Hit- 
man: Absolution” this week may notice they’re 
guiding Agent 47 into familiar turf That’s because 
Chicago is the primary setting for the latest in the 
“Hitman” series. The iconic cityscape frequently 
has been the backdrop for movies and TV shows, 
but this marks the Chicago’s most high-profile ap- 
pearance in newer video games. Did the “Hitman” 
developers get Chicago right? RedEye played the

SETTING: A CTA “L” stop, where the anti-hero assassin blends 
into a crowd of commuters to sneak aboard. 

ACCURACY: The “Adams Street’’ CTA stop is a thing of fiction, 
especially since it travels to Kimball or Harlem/Lake, which 
makes it a composite of the Brown and Green lines. However, 
the look and feel of the “Hitman” “L” stop feels authentic 
(though it could use a few RedEye boxes).

SETTING: In the opening mission. Agent 47 must stealthily 
infiltrate a gated mansion on the North Shore to kill one of 
his targets. 


ACCURACY: Between rocky bluffs and the isolated nature 
of the mansion, it’s a scene that looks borrowed from some 
seaside island country, not the northern suburbs off Lake 
Michigan. “The Lake Michigan shoreline does not have that 
kind of geology (nor geography), so we took some artistic 
liberties to get a more dramatic location,” admits “Hitman: 
Absolution” director Tore Blystad.

“We know that Chinatown in Chicago is far smaller ... but the 
reason we included the location was that we needed some- 
thing different and exotic to break up the mood,” Blystad 
said.

The bald, well-dressed star of “Hitman: Absolution” has something of a charisma deficit, but the game built around Agent 47 is overflowing with personality. Instead of 
relying on run-and-gun tactics, the game asks players to think creatively in order to kill the targets. In one mission, for example, I knocked out a chef, stole his clothes, put 
on his apron and easily slipped by a suspicious group of cops. In another, I hid in garbage dumpsters, ventilation ducts and armoires to avoid detection. Sometimes the 
artificial intelligence of the game is a bit too quirky, but as a whole, “Hitman: Absolution” is bloody good fun. r.s.

Calamari fried in beer batter (5 Vulture, a 
Oaxacan-style dark ale from local brewery 
5 Rabbit Cerveceria, to be exact) with spicy 
giardiniera aioli ($10) was salty enough to 
drain the water glass of everyone at my table 
in a matter of minutes. A hunk of braised 
beef short rib was the better half of a dish 
piled with gummy butternut squash gnocchi 
($19). Truffle-parmesan fries, a staple of the 
“upscale bar” concept, don’t have much of 
either truffle oil or parmesan cheese ($5), but 
at least they’re served in a heaping portion. 


On the bright side, the bison burger piled 
high with stout cheddar, bacon and crispy 
deep-fried onions ($15) is as indulgent as a 
dressed-up bar burger should be— and that 
means a lot for a neighborhood bar.

Pilsen has long been 
known for its art 
galleries, taquerias

The latest 
addition, Pl-zen, is a 
restaurant-bar hybrid

city’s borders. 

Cue the Simone’s comparisons 

With its artsy decor, craft beer and upscale 
bar food with a Mexican accent, Pl-zen’s 
formula sounds similar to Pilsen favorite Sim- 
one’s Bar. In reality, they’re far from twins. Pl- 
zen’s food skews fancier, with dishes such as 
fig-pomegranate-pistachio salad and octopus 
braised with epazote, a Mexican herb. While 
Simone’s is an eclectic playland designed to 
the hilt with repurposed pinball machines 
and science lab gadgets, Pl-zen looks almost 
stark. Plain wooden tables and chairs put 
all the focus on murals evoking the ’hood’s 
industrial landscape. Considering these two 
bars are almost a mile away from each other, 

I doubt they’ll really compete. 

The gang’s all here. 

On a recent Friday night, it seemed like 
everyone in Pilsen was checking out Pl-zen. 
While my friends and I ordered our first 
round of drinks, staffers hauled in extra

tables and chairs through the front door to 
fit more people into the dining room, which 
is separated from the small bar in back with 
an awkward quazi-hallway with bathrooms. 
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pointingly don’t taste as good as they sound. 
Even at a wallet-friendly $8 a pop, I wouldn’t 
order them again. That makes the awesome 
lineup of drafts, bottles and cans from Logan 
Square’s Revolution, Ravenswood’s Metro- 
politan and Ohio’s Great Lakes— all priced 
at a very reasonable $5-$ 6 —even more entic- 
ing. Watch the chalkboard outside for killer 
specials. On the night I visited, it was $6 for 
a bottle of Lagunitas Brown Shugga ale and 
shot of Knob Creek bourbon— probably 
the best drink deal I’ve seen all year. I wasn’t 
surprised when my server told us they were 
out of the stout by 10 p.m. 

Bottom line 

The food was hit or miss— and the cocktails 
I tried were just a miss— but Pl-zen is the 
kind of place I’d come to just for the beer.

What it is: A fleece jacket with 23 pockets 
and a built-in map of how to use them. The 
map is printed on an eyeglass wipe fastened 
to an elastic cord stowed behind the eyeglass 
pocket. (Scottevest thinks of everything.) The 
jacket is loaded with utility for a traveler and 
would be like a holy shroud for a gadget geek. 

The good: It’s not often you wear a jacket 
that requires a map, but this jacket has so 
many compartments that we actually lost our 
wallet in it for a short time. On the positive 
side, that has to work against pickpockets, 
especially with high-quality zipper en- 
closures. Scottevest has made its name in 
producing travel clothing that in some cases 
can negate the need for a carry-on bag. This 
is a good addition to the lineup, though more 
for its clever gadget storage than for toting 
bulky baggage. 

One highlight is a smartphone pocket 
with a plastic window that lets you operate 
the phone without removing it. That pocket 
also has a jack and wire connected to earbuds 
stowed near the collar. Another pocket can 
hold an iPad, Kindle or similar item. If you’re 
old-fashioned, you also can use that pocket 
for a guidebook or road map.
